Applicants elect with traverse the embodiment of Figs. 1-6, species 
I for further prosecution on the merits. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8, 10, 11, and 13-22 
read on the elected species. 

TRAVERSE 

The requirement for election with regard to embodiments of Figs. 
8-16, species III through X is respectfully traversed. The embodiments of Figs. 
8-16 disclose different constructions of the sealing sleeve for the power tool 
shown in Figs. 1-6 and are not believed to constitute different species. It is 
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believed that a prior-art search for the power tool with a sealing sleeve and the 
seal itself would be co-extensive. The search of prior art for a power tool with a 
sealing sleeve would necessarily involve a search for the sleeve itself, and the 
search for a sealing sleeve would necessarily involve a search for devices and 
apparatuses the sealing sleeve can be used in.

withdrawn, and an Office action related to all of the embodiments of Figs. 1-6 
and 8-16, species I and III-X be issued.
